The two 
were bred, fed ana developed on the sen. 
same farm. These* two litters 
entered by the Ideal Stock Jsarits of 
rreeport, ?came off at the end of 
ix months weighing 4 ,/8G po'tn&s 
4 ; dllg- pounds. Via If.Mrler litter 
was of sixteen pigs and the lighter of 15 
pigs. Both litters were Poland China.- 

These litters were enterd in the Illinois Son Git ter Contest 
which is' being conducted by the State agriculture Ciix'ge and by the 
County Advisors. The contest through the ms '•its of good breeding, 
proper feeding and the right kinu of management to get pigs up to the 
marxet weight at an early age. 

Y/hile over six tons of dry feed was consumed by each litter 
still practical feeding was practiced. The rations consisted of ear 
and shell corn, tankage, sxim*milk and meal which included corn, bran, 
linseed meal, beef scraps,ggluten. Along with these feeds mineral of 
charcoal and salt was fed and each litter had the rim of seven-eighths 
acre of rape pasture. 

Calculations show chat onl}- a trifle more than three pounds 
o£f dry feed was needed in conjunction with the pasture to produce a 
pound of pork. They made an average daily gain of one and sixty- 
six one-hundredths pounds. 

The type of animal ranged from medium to the rangy. Those of 
the smaller litters well tfsnished for market but not too much. rhose 
of the larger litter were somewhat rangy, unfinished and in some cases* 
rough. 

Of ecurse, it should be understood that the swine sanitation 
system , known in our State as the Me Lean County System was praetinna. 
Experiments have shown that upon the same amounted feed, hogs raised 
under the above system will produce 10,0-25,0 more porx. 

When the farmer tries out the above system, and gets away 
from feeding corn aiid water in tne old hog lot, then he’ll begin to rea 
realize as never before that "the hog is the poor man’s friend". 

There will no longer be a question as to whether or not they will 
consistently show profit.
